Graduation stripped the varsity of 19 
starters, leaving it inexperienced but 
hopeful. On August 10 practice began 
for the season—a season which could 
have been perfect if not marred by four 
games lost by a total of 13 points. 
The varsity’s inexperience showed as 
they lost their first two games to 
Handley and Clark County. Against 
Montevideo another loss was in the 
making until the Knights began rolling 
in the fourth quarter. With 35 seconds 
remaining, Clay Long fired a pass in the 
end zone, where Tim Bocock made a 
diving catch resulting in a touchdown 
and a 19-14 victory. In the next game the 
Knights led powerhouse Lexington 20- 
13 with three minutes left on the clock, 
but a good kickoff return by Butch 
Hostetter along with the running of 
teammate David Jarret proved deadly as 
the Scarlet Hurricane stunned our team 
with a 20-21 win. Another one point loss 
was dealt to the team by a revengeful 
Waynesboro ball club in the closing 51 
seconds of the game. This time the score 
was 8-7. 

The stubborn Knights did not 
surrender but returned with a surge of 
strength, being victorious in the final 
four games. They crushed Fort Defiance 
34-11 in an offensive display of 436 total 
yards that combined the scoring talents 
of Tim Bocock, Jeff Beer, Joe Custer, 
Tommy Thomas, and Clay Long. 
Against Wilson the team led only 7-0 at 
the half, but Tim Bocock returned the 
second half kickoff 82 yards for a 
touchdown and added an 89 yarder in the 
fourth quarter to highlight the 34-16 
win.

Because of the energy shortage, there 
were no district or state meets held for 
indoor track. In the four meets that were 
held, T.A. produced three seconds and 
one first.
